Men of the ſeveral Regiments, then lately 
disbanded, they had it not in their Power 
to return Home upon the greateſt Emer- 


geney;

gency; the Strictneſs of the Orders 
was ſuch, as did not allow an Inſtance of 
any Officer having Leave of the Governour 
to come to Great Britain, or be abſent 
from the Garriſon, unleſs when they were 
order d Home with the Command of the 
ſupernumerary Men ; which were ſent to 
Great Britain as Opportunity ſerved for 
their Embarkation. So that theſe Officers 
not only miſſed many fair Opportunities 
for *raiſing their Fortunes, but ſuffer'd 
extreamly in their private Affairs at Home, 
and their Pockets Abroad. 


During the Time they were obliged to 
Roll, and continue on Duty in this ſtrict 
Manner, at an Expence equal with Offi- 
cers of any ſtanding Regiments; and not 
knowing her Majeſty had placed them 
on any Eſtabliſhment *, they expected 
to receive the Benefit of Full Pay; for 
they never knew Officers detained thus 
on Duty for a leſs Allowance; and none 
of them did imagine it could be expected 
that they, above all others, ſhould afford 
themſelves a competent Maintenance, eſpe- 
cially in a Place where common Neceſſa- 
ries were the moſt ſcarce and dear, with

what they then received from the Govern- 
ment, which did not amount to above 
Half Subſiſtence; (a) upon which ſhort 
Allowance, it was morally impoſlible for 
them to ſerve and ſubſiſt, ſo that of Ne- 
ceſſity they exhauſted their own For- 
tunes, and run in Debt, which reduced 
them to ſuch Extremities, as obliged 
them to part with all their Military 
Furniture, and other neceſſary Effects; be- 
ſides giving large Premiums for Money, 
to enable them to diſcharge the Debts 
contracted there, and to ſupply the Charges 


of coming Home. 5 


When they returned to Great-Britain, 
and found, to their very great ſurprize, 
they were ordered to commence Half- 
Pay from the Days the Regiments to 
which they belonged were reduced ; they, 
by Direction of the late Queen, applied 
to Parliament (4) for an Additional Allows 
ance. The Duke of Chandois, then Pay-Ma-

The Perſons who ſupported theſe Offi- 
cers on their coming Home, waited then 
in daily Expectation to receive part of 
their Money out of the 300000 Pounds, 
granted that Seſſion, on Account of the 
Debts reported by that Committee, un- 
ti! they underſtood the Demiſe of the 
late Queen put a ſtop to ſuch Payments; 
Upon which Diſappointment, the Officers 
were brought into great Trouble and 
Expence, and had not ſome Perſons 
(who conceived the Reſolutions of that 
Committee, when agreed to by the 
Houſe, to be in ſome reſpects a Parlia- 


mentary Security,) ſupplied thoſe Offi- 
cers with Money upon the Credit of 


the ſaid Committee's Report in rheir Fa- 


vour, for diſcharging ſeveral of thoſe old 


Debts, contracted for their Subſiſtance 


Abroad, many of them might have pe- 


riſhed in Goal.

Application being afterwards offered 
to the Treaſury, for an additional Allow- 
ance to compleat Full Pay, as afore- 
ſaid, they were there directed to apply 
to the Commiſſioners appointed to de- 
termine the Debts of the Army. And that 
_ Honourable Board having ſince declared 
their Power is not ſufficient to Certiſie 
ſuch Claim for Full-Pay, the Officers 
are expoſed to much greater Hardihips 
from thoſe Perſons, who, on the afore- 
ſaid Credit, advanc'd them near 2000 
Pounds. And being in no Condition 
to fatisfle their ſaid Creditors De- 
mand, moſt of them muſt be inevira- 
| bly ruined, ſhould not this Honourable. 
Houſe conſider their Caſe, and relieve 
them from theſe their unparallell'd Suffer- 
ings, brought on them by their Service 
to the Crown. | 
What theſe Officers now humbly 
Claim as a Favour from this Honourable 
Honſe, has, upon all Applications, been 
thought juſt and reaſonable to be allowed 
to Commiſſioned Officers while deraincd 
on Duty, not only in this, but in pre- 
ceeding Reigns; and ſometimes the Le- 
giſlator has been pleaſed to give Reformed 
Officers, for their Service at Home, Full

4. In the Time of the late unna - 
tural Rebellion, this Honourable Houfe 
was pleaſed to allow the Reformed Offi- 
cers on the Half-Pay Eſtabliſhment, Full- 
Pay, not only for the Time they did 
Duty, but for a conſiderable Time after, 
although in their native Country; and 
many of them, which were not or- 
dered on any Command at that Time, 
received the Benefit thereof. 


J. The Generals who Commanded A- 
broad in the late War, are by Parlia- 
ment, and His Majeſty's Warrants, al- 
lowed Full-Pay for their Service, for a 
conſiderable Time after the Forces were 
Disbanded.

It is therefore moſt humbly ſubmitted 
to the Impartial Judgment of this Ho- 
nourable Houſe, whether theſe Faithful 
and Obcdient Officers, who were thus de- 
tained, at the Hzzard of their Lives, to 
do Duty equal with any Officers on 
Full-Pay, to the Prejudice of their pri- 
vate Affairs, at an Expence far beyond

of a Reward for their faithful Services, 
It is humbly hoped, a Clauſe will be
